ate ratified the history-making 
limited nuclear test ban treaty to- 
day. 


Approval of the pact banning 


r.uclear weapons testing in the at- 
mosphere, in outer space and und- 
erwater,; came after more than 


'ajiwo weeks of committee hearings 


and an equal time of Senate de- 
bate. 


With a two-thirds vote of the 


Senate required for approval, the 
resolution went through on a 80- 
Ifi roll call. 


The'treaty was signed at Mos- 


cow Aug, 5 by the United States, 
Soviet Russia and Great Britain. 


It was sent to the Senate by 


^President Kennedy Aug. 8 with 
•*!these'words: "While it will not 


end the threat of nuclear war or 
outlaw the use of nuclear weap- 
ons, it can reduce world tensions, 
open a way to further agree- 
ments", and "help to ease the 
threat, of war."

ing nuclear weapons to defend 
itself or its allies. 


Another proposal, by Sen. Barry 


Goldwater, R-Ariz., to make rati- 
fication subject to the reservation 
that the Soviets first remove their 
weapons and troops from Cuba 
was rejected 75 to 17. 


With all other action completed, 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield and Republican Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen believed they 
had enough votes to insure rati- 
fication. 


The last unofficial survey indi- 


cated! only 18 senators opposed 
and two. Sens. Howard W. Can- 
non, D-Nev., and Margaret Chase 
Smith,, R-Maine, officially unconv 
mitted. 


In its final action Monday, the 


Senate adopted a preamble! to the 
resolution requiring Senate ratifi- 
cation of any! amendments to the 
treaty. 


This proposal, offered by Sen. 


Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., chair- 
man of the Senate Armed.' Serv- 
'ces Committee and an opponent 
of ratification, was accepted by 
the 
bipartisan 
leadership 
and 


adopted by a vote of 79 to 9. A 
move to kill it by Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., lost by a 79-8 vote. 


In accepting the Russell propos- 


al, Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, told 
the 


Senate it would not alter the reso- 
ution itself and would not have 
.o be sent to the other 99 nations 
hat have signed: the treaty. 
Fears were expressed that the 


reaty was ambiguous on whether 
t would inhibit use of nuclear 
weapons in an armed conflict. 


However a reservation to define 


he right to use nuclear weapons 
was rejected after proponents in-
